§. 18. They have but Two Ways of raifing Money 
publickly in that Country, viz. by Duties upon ‘Trade, 
and a Poll-Tax, which they call Levies. Of the Duties 
upon Trade I have fpoken fufficiently in the preceding 
Chapter: I come therefore now to fpeak of the Levies, 
which are a certain Rate or Proportion of Tobacco 
charged upon the Head of every tithable Perfon in the 


| Country, upon all alike, without Diftinétion. 


They call all Negroes, above Sixteen Years of Age, 
tithable, be they Male or Female ; and all white Men of 
thefame Age. But Children and white Women are ex- 
empted from all Manner of Duties. 

That a true-Account of all theie tithable Perfons may 
be had, they are annually lifled in Crop Time, by the 
Juftices of each County refpectively : And’the Matters of 
Families are obliged, under great Penalties, then to de- 
liver to thofe J: tices , a true Liit of all the tithable 
Perfons in their Families, 

Their Levies are three-fold, vx, Publick, County, and 


- Parith Levies. 


§. 19. Publick Levies are fuch as are proportion’d, 
and laid equally by the General Affembly, upon every 
tithable Perfon throughout the whole Colony. Thefe 
ferve to defray feveral Expences appointed by Law, 
be fo defrayed ; fuch as the executing of a criminal Slave, 
who mutt be made good to his Owner; the te king up 
of Run-aways, and the paying of the Militia, when they 
happen to be employed upon the-Service. Out of thefe 
they likewife pay the feveral Officers of the Affembly, 
and fome other publick Officers. They farther defray 
the Charge of the Writs, for the Meeting of the Houle 
of Burgefles, publick Exprefles, and fuch Lik 

The Authority for levying this Rate is given by a 
fhort A& of Afitmbly, conitantly prepared for that 
Purpofe. 

§. 20. The County Levies are fuch as are peculiar 
$0 cach County, and laid by the Juftices upon all tithable 

Perfons, 
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Perfons, for defraying the Charge of their Counties ; fuch 
as the building and repairing their Court-houfes, Prifons, 
Pillories, Stocks, &c. and the Payment of all Services, 


render’d to the County in general. 


§. 21. The Parifh Levies are laid by the Veftry,. for 
the Payment of all Charges incident to the feveral Pa- 
rifhes, fuch as the building, furnifhing, and adorning 
their Churches and Chappel : ; buying Glebes, and build- 
ing upon them; paying their Minifters, Readers, Clerka, 
and Sextons. 


Of the Courts of Law in Virginia. 


§. 22. I have already in the Chronology of the Go- 
vernmen nt, hinted what the Conftitution of their Courts 
was in old ‘Time, and that Appeals lay from the Ge- 
neral Court to the Afiembly. That the General Court 
from the Beginning, took Cognizance of all Caufes what~- 
foever, both Ecclefiattical and Civil, determining every 
thing by the Standard of Equity and good Conicience. 
They us’d to come to the Merits of the Caufe as foon 
as they could, without Injuftice, never admitting fuch 
Impertinetices of Form and Nicety, as were not ablo 
lutely neceflary: And when the Subitance of the Caie 
was fufliciennly debated, they us’d direétly to bring the 
Suit to a Decifion. By this Method all fair Aétions 
were profecuted with little Attendance, all juit Debts 
were recovered with the leaft Expence of Money and 
Time; and all the Tricking and Foppery of the Law 
hay py avoided. 

Vhe Lord Colepepper, who was a Man of admirable 
Senife, and well fk ili'd in the Laws of England, admired 
the Conititution of their Courts, and kept them clofe 
to this plain Method, retrenching fome Innovations, that 
were then creeping into them, under the Notion of 
Form ; although, at the fame Time, he was the Occa- 
fion of taking away the Liberty of Appeals to the Af- 
fernmbly. 

But the Lord HMbavard, who fucceeded him, endea- 
vour'd to introduce as many of the Exgli> Forms ao

And laitly, Governor Nicholon,a Man the leaft ac- 
quainted with Law of any of them, endeavour’d to in- 
troduce all the Quirks of the Zxg/jb Proceedings, by 
the Help of fome wretched Pettifoggers, who had the 
Diredtion both of his Confcience and his Underitanding. 


§. 23. They have two Sorts of Courts, that differ 
only in Jurifdiction ; namely the General Court, and the 
County-Courts. 


§. 24. The General Court ts a Court held by the 
Governor and Council, or any Five of them, who by 

aw are the Judges of it, and take Cognizance of all 
Cauies, criminal, penal, ecclefiaftical and civil. From 
this Court there is no Appeal, except the Thing-in De- 
mand exceed the Value of Three Hundred Pounds Sterl. 
in which Cafe, an Appeal is allowed to the King and 
Council in Exgdand, and there determin’d by a Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council, call’d the Lords of Appeals ; 
the like Cuflom being ufed for all the other Plantations. 
¥n criminal Cafes I don’t know that there’s any Ap- 
peal from the Sentence of this Court; but the Gover- 
mor is authorized, by his Commiilion, to pardon Perions 
Zound guilty of any Crime whatloever, except of Trea- 
fon and wilful Murder; and even in thofe Cafes, he 
may reprieve the Criminal, which Reprieve ftands good, 
and may be continued from time to time, until his Ma- 
yeity’s Pleafure be fignified therein. 


§. 25. This Court is held twice a Year, beginning 
wn the 15th of dpri/, and on the 15th of Ofoler: 
Each Time it continues Eighteen Days, excluding Sun- 
days, if the Bufineis hold them fo long: And thele were 
formerly the only Times of Goal-Delivery ; but now 
by the Governor’s Commifiion, he appoints two other 
Courts of Goal-Delivery ; and the King allows 100 /, 
Tor each Court, to defray the Charge thereof, 


§. 26, 
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§. 26. The Officers attending this Cos Court, are 
the Sheriff of the County, wherein it fits, and his Under- 
Officers. Their Bufinefs is to call the Litigants, and 
the Evidences into Court, and impannel Juries: But each 
Sheriff, in his refpecti ve County, makes Arreits, and re- 
turns the Writs to this Court. 


§. 27. The Way of impanneling Juries to ferve in 
this Court, is thus: The Sheriff and his Deputies, every 
Morning that the Court fits, goes about the f’own, fum- 
moning “the beft of the Gentlemen, who refort thither 
from all Parts of the Country. ‘The Condition‘of this 
Summons is, that they attend the Court that Day to 
ferve upon the Jury, (it not being known whether there 
will be Occafion or no:) And if any Caufe happen to 
to require a Jury, they are then fworn to try the Iflue, 
otherwife they are in the Evening, of courfe, difmift from 
all farther Attendance ; though they be not formally dif- 
charged by the Court, By this means are procured the 
beft Juries this Courtry can afford; for if they fhould 
be fummon’d by Writ of Venire, from any particular 
County, that County cannot afford fo many qualify’d 
Perfons as are here to be found, becaule of the great 
Refort of Gentlemen from all Parts of the Colony to 
thefe Courts, as well to fee Fafhions, as to difpatch 
their particular Bufinefs. Nor is Vicinage neceflary 
there, to diftinguifh the feveral Cuftoms of particular 
Places, the whole Country being as one Neighbourhood, 
and having the fame Tenures of Land, Ulages and 
Cultoms. 

The Grand Juries are impanneled much after the 
fame Manner ; but becaute they require a greater Num- 
ber of Men, and the Court is always de firous to have 
fome, from all Parts of the Country, they give their 
Sheriff Order a Day or two before, to provide his 
Pannel. 


28. In criminal Matters this Method is a little 
altered ; becaufe a Knowlegde of the Life and Conver- 


fation of the Party, may give Light to the Jury in their 


Verdict, For this Reafon, a Writ of Veuire iffues in

§. 29. All Actions in that Country are gencrally 
brought to a Determination the third Court, unlefs fome 
fpecial extraordinary Reafon be fhewn, why the Party 
can’t make his Defence fo foon. The Courfe is thus, 
upon the oe s Non-appearance, Order goes a- 
gainit the Bail, (for a Capias is generally their firit Pro- 
ceils) on Con cig that unlefs the Defendant appear, and 
plead at the next Court, Judgment fhall then be award- 
ed for the Plainti: wi hen the Defe ndant comes to the 
next Court, he is held to plead; Thus by common 
Courfe, a Year and an half ends a Caufe in the General 
Court, and three or four Months in the County Court, 
If any one appeal from the Judgment of the County 
Court, the Trial always comes on the iucceeding Gene- 
ral Court; ‘o that all Bufinefs begun in the County 
Court, tho’ it runs to the utmoft of the Law, (without 
fome extraordinary Event) ought to be finifhed in Nine 
Months. 


§. 30. Every one that pleafes, may plead his owa 
Caufe, or elie his Friends for him, there being no Re- 
ftraint in that Cafe, * nor any licenfed Practitioners in the 
Law: If any one be difiatisfied with the Judgment of the 
County Court, let it be for any Sum, little or great, he 
may have an Appeal to the next General Court, giving 
Security to anbent and abide the Judge ment of that Court: 
But an Action cannot originally be brought in the Ge- 

neral. 
¥ 1732, no Porfon may plead but liccaigd Attornics, 
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neral-Court, under the Value of Tex Pounds Sterling, or 
of 2000 Pounds of ‘Tobacco, except in fome particular 
Caies of penal Laws, 


§. 31. The County Courts are conftituted by Law, 
and the Juftices thereof appointed by Commiffion from 


the Governor with Advice cf Council. They confift of 


Eight or more Gentlemen of the County, called Juftices 
of ‘the Peace, the Sheriff being only a minifterial Officer 
to execute its Procefs. This Court is held monthly, and 
has Jurild iction of all Cauies within the County, cog- 
nizable by common Law or Chancery, and not touching 

Life or Member, and never was limited to any Value 
in its Jurifdiction: But in the cafe of Hog-ftealing, they 
may fentence the Criminal to lofe his Ears ; which is 
allowed by a particular Aét for that Purpofe, as the Pu- 
nifhment of the fecond Offence ; the third is Felony. In 
all Things they proceed in the fame Manner as the Ge- 
neral Court. 


§. 32. This monthly Court hath the Care of all Or- 
phans, and of their Eitates; and for the binding out 
and well ordering of fuch fatherlefs Children, who are 
either without an Eftate, or have very little. 

In September annually they are to enquire into the 
Keeping and Management of the Orphan, as to his Suf- 
tenance and Education, to examine into his Eflate, and 
the Securities thereof, viz. whether the Sureties conti- 
nue tobe refponfible, and his Lands and Plantations be 
kept improving, and in Repair, Gc. If the Orphan be 
poor, and bound an Apprentice to any Trade, then 
their Bufinefs is to enquire, how he is kept to his School- 
ing and Trade; and if the Court find he is either mif- 
ufed or untaught, they take him from that Matter and 
put him to another of the fame ‘T'rade, or of any other 
‘Trade, which they judge beit for the Child. They can- 
not bind an Orphan Boy, but to a ‘Trade or the Sea, 

Another charitable Method in Favour of the poor 
Orphans there, is this; ‘hat befides their Trade and 
Schooling, the Mafters are generally obliged to give them 
at their Freedom, Catttle, Tools, or other ‘lhings, to

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§. s6. The Tenure of their Land there is free and 
common Soccage, according to Cuilom of Laf-Green-

§. 57. There are three Ways of obtaining from His 
Majefty a Title to Land there, viz. Firf, By taking a 
Patent upon a Survey of new La nd. Secondly, By Pe- 
tition for Land lapfed. Thirdly, By Pe tit on for Land 
efcheated. The Condition of the two former, are the 
Entry of Rights; the Condition of the Third, a Com- 
polition of two Pounds of Tobacco for every Acre. 


§. 58. A Right isa Title any one hath by the Royal 
Charter to Fifty Acres of Land, in Confideration of his 
perfonal Tranfportation into that Country, to fettle and 
remain there ; by this Rule alfo, a Man that removes his 
Family, is entitled to the fame Number of Acres, for his 
Wife, and each of his Children; a Right may alfo be 
obtain'd by paying Five Sillings, according, to a late 
Royal Infiruction to the Government. 


§. 59. A Patent upon Land for Survey, is acquired 
thus, Fir, The Man proves his Rights; that is, he 
makes Oath in Court, of the Importation of fo many 
Perfons, with a Lift of their Names. This Lift is then 
certafied by the Clerk of that Court to the Clerk of the 

Secretary's 
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Secretary’s Office; who examines into the Validity of 
files them in that Office, attefting them to be

regular, or he purchafes them at Five § billing s each, as 
aforefaid. When the Rights are thu: obtained, they are 
produced to the Surveyor of the County, and the Land

It is the Bi ft efs of the Surveyor allo, to take care 
that the Bo unds of his Survey be p! lainly mark ked, either 
by natural Boundaries, or elfe by chopping Notches in the 
‘Trees, that happen in the Lines of his Couries: But this 
is done at the Charge of the Man that employs him, 

This Survey being made, a Copy thereof is ¢ ried, 
with a Certificate of Rights, to the Secretary’s Office, 
and there (if there be no. ” Objection) a Patent of courie 
is made out upon it, which ts prefente d to the Governor 
and Council for them to pafs ; the Patentee ——- no 
more to do, but to fend for it when it is perfected, and 
to pay the Fee, at the hirit Crop, to the Sheriff of the 
County, by whom annual ly the Fees are collected, 

This P atent § gives an Eftate in Fee-fimple, upon Con- 
dition of payi ing a Quit-rent of Tuwelve Pence for every 
Fifty Acres, and of fF planting or ieating thereon, within 
three Years, according to their Law ; that is, to clear, 
plant, and tend three Keres ot Ground for every Fifty, and 
to build an Houle, and keep a Stosk of Cattle, Sheep, or 
Goats, in Proportion to the meaner Part of the Land in 
the Patent. 


$. 60. Lapfed Land, is when any one having obtain’d 
a Patent, as before, doth not fet or plant thereon, within 
three Years, as the Condition of the Patent requires ; but 
leaves it ftill, all or part, uninhabited and uncultivated : 
In fuch Cafe it is faid to be lapfed, and any Man is at 
Liberty to obtain a new Patent, in his own Name, of fo 
much as is lapied 5 the Method of acquiring which Patent 


is thus ; 
The 
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The Party muft apply himfelf by Petition to the Ge- 
neral Court, another to the Governor, fetting forth all 
the Circumflances of the Lapfe. If this Petition be al- 
low’d, the Court makes an Order, to certify the fame to 
the Governor, in whofe Breaft it is then, to make a new 
Grant thereof to fuch Perion, if he thinks they deferve it, 
upon the fame Condition, of fetting or planting within 
three Years, as was in the former Patent, Thus Land 
may be lapfed or loft feveral Times, by the Negligence 
of the Patentees; who, by fuch Omiffion, lofe not only 
the Land, but all their Ri ghts and Charges into the Bar- 

un, 

But if within the three Years after the Date of the 
Patent, or before any new Petition is preferr’d for it, 
the Patentee fhall fet or plant the faid Land, as the Law 
directs, it cannot afterwards be forfeited, but by Attain- 
der, or Efcheat, in which Cafe it returns to His Ma- 
jelty again. 

Alfo when it happens, that the Patentee dies within 
the three Years, leaving the Heir under Age, there is 
farther Time given the Heir, after he comes of Age, to 
fet and fave fuch Land. 


§. 61. When Land is fuggefted to Efcheat, the Go- 
vernor iffues his Warrant to the Efcheator, to make In- 
queft thereof: And when upon fuch Inqueft, Office is 
found for the King, it muft be recorded in the Secreta- 
ry’s Office, and there kept Nine Months, to fee if any 
Perfon will lay claim to it, or can traverfe the Efcheat. 
If any fuch appear, upon his Petition to the General 
Court, he is heard, before any Grant can be made. Ifno 
Perfon oppofe the Inqueft, the Land is given to the Man 
that fhews the beit equitable Right thereto; and if 
there be none fuch, it is then granted to any one, that 
the Governor and Council fhall think fit, the Grantee al- 
ways paying two Pounds of Tobacco per Acre into the 
Treafury of the Country, as a Fine of Compofition with 
His Majeity for his Eicheat; And thereupon a Patent 
ilues, reciting Premiles.

IV. Becaufe we conceive, that our affuring his Majefty

1. Becaufe we conceive that the Calling for all Inftruc- 
tions given to Generals and Admirals, is not only proper 
and precedented, but is alfo a neceflaryStep towards the Ex- 
ertion of our Prive ece as hereditary Counfellors of advifing 
the Crown, which Privilege can properly be exercifed only 
in Matters depen -_ ng ; and if from pretended, Apprehenfions 
of unfeafor able Difcoveries, Initructions are to be kept 
fecret from this Houfe till after they have had their Effect, 
the Weaknets or Guilt of the Meafures of an Adminiftra- 
tion will appear probably too late to punifh the Offenders, 
but certainly too late to prevent the Mifchief. 

Ii. Becaufe we do not find any Negative put upon the 
Motions for Inftruétions before the Year 1721; from 
which Time indeed Inftructions began to be of fuch a Na- 
ture, that wedo not wonder their Authors defired to con- 
cealthem.

and in our Opinion, evince the Neceflity of the ftricteft 
Enguiry and mot ample Informations in this important

III. Becaufe the Motion under the Limitations which 
| accompanied it, was not even liable, as we apprehend, to 
the modern Objection of making improper Diicoveries of 


future Defigns, and it is impoflible to conceive that when ~ 


Admiral Vernon fail’d from hence with fo {mall a Force as 
five Ships only, and before the long-with’d-for-Declarati- 
on of War, that his Inftruétions could contain any Thing 
more than Orders for Reprifals, fince confidering his in- 
fufficient Force, any Orders to attempt even what he fo 
happily and unexpectedly executed, would have been con- 
rary to the Genius, and inconfiitent with the too long- 
experienced pacifick Difpofition of the Adminiftration. 

IV. Becaufe, That as the Wef- Indies were allowed by 
all Lords in the Dabate to be the proper Scene of Ac- 
tion, we think it our Duty more particularly to attend to 
the Condué& of the Adminiftration in thofe Parts, efpecially 
jince from the Time of the Declaration of War, till very 
lately, that impertant Scene of Action feems to have been 
neglected or forgot, while, as we apprehend, the flighteft 
Alarins have been fondly credited, as Reafons for keeping 
our numerous Forces at Home, to the Oppreffion of the 
People; whereas a {mall Proportion of them timely em 
ployed in the Weft- Indies, againft a then unprepared and 
unprovided Enemy, might probably have enabled Vice 
Admiral Vernon to have brought this juft and neceflary 
War to a fpeedy and happy Conclufion. 

V. Becaufe we apprehend, that the Denial of thefe ne- 
ceffary Lights in the firft Step of the Enquiry, not only cafts 
a Damp upon the Enquiry itielf, but muft alfo lefien the 
Weight of any Refolutions that may be taken in the 
Courfe of it, The Nation that fo unanimouily expects 
and calls for an Enquiry into a Condu&t, which at befi 
feems to them unaccountable, if not blameable, will be 
confirmed in whatever Sufpicions they might entertain, 
when the Lights neceffary to remove thofe Sufpicions are 
denied. And fhould we come to any Vote of Approba

‘I. Becaufe we conceive that there never were Inftruc- 
tions more neceflary to be fcc ese than thofe contained 
in this Queition, in order to enable us to dilcharge our 
Duty, as Counfellors to His Majefty and Guardians of 
the Nation. ‘The known and atftonifhing Inaction, for 
the Space of above two Years , of a great and powerful 
Fleet, fitted out and maintained at an immenfe Expence to 
the Nation, fixes a ‘tue Charge either upon the Com- 
mander of that Squgdron, or upon thofe who gave him 
his Inftru€tions. But when we er the ex xperienced 
Courage and Abilities of ‘Rea r-Admiral Haddock, upon all 
former Occafions, with the inglorious luflrugtions given

III. Becaufe we think that the ftale Objection, that 
the Communication of thefe Inftructions may difcover 
to our Enemies intended Defigns and Attempts, can have 
no Weight upon this Occafion, when the Reafon for 
calling for thefe Inftruétions is, becaufe no Attempt of 
any Kind whatfoever has been made upon our Enemies 
in the Courfe of above two Years; and it is not credible, 
-Rat if, during that Time, any one Defign had been in 
tended, no one Attempt fhould have been made in Con- 
fequen ce of it; we therefore juftly may, and only can 
conceive thefe Inftru€tions, which we were not allowed 
to apply for, to be of the fame inaétive Nature of thofe 
which we have formerly feen flowing from the fame 
languid Source, to the equal Difhonour of His Majefty’s 
Councils and Arms.

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IV. Becaufe we conceive, that the Denial of thefe 
neceflary Lights, puts a full Stop to any farther effectual 
Enquiry into the Conduét of the War, an Enquiry fo 
becoming this Houfe, and fo unanimoufly called for by 
the Voice of the Nation. ‘The outward Appearances 
have at once raifed the Curiofity, the Aftonifhment, and 
the Concern of a brave and loyal People, willing to {a- 
crifice their Lives and Fortunes for the Honour and 
Advantage of His Majeity and this Kingdom, in the 
Profecution of this juft and neceflary War.

I. Becaufe we conceive that this Motion ought not to 
have been laid afide by the previous Queftion, the Ar- 
cuments urged in the Debate againft our coming to this 
Xelolution at this Time, being in our Opinion, highly 
infufficient, fince we cannot apprehend what further 
Lights could be had with Relation to the feveral Propo- 
jitions contained in the Queftion, than thofe we received 
in the Debate, authorized by the Ufage of almoft all 
the Nations in Europe; nor were there any particular 
Papers pointed out, as neceflary for the Information of the 
Fioufe.

For 1 am afraid that when it is 
heard by the Publick, that this Houfe refufed to look into the Papers 
that could be the only Vouchers of our Minifter’s Condu& at the 
Court of Spain, the World will be apt to fufpeét that it has been 
fuch a Conduét as dares not ftand an Examination ; and that the on- 
ly Service that fome Gentlemen do their Country by their Seats 
here, is, in this and other Inftances, to ward off fuch an Examina- 
tion. Gentlemen may have, by agreeing to my Motion, a fair 
Occafion to wipe all fuch Afperfionsfrom their Charaéter ; and that 
the Houfe may be fully informed of both the Nature and Neceflity 
of it, I thall beg Leave to introduce it with a few Obfervations. 
Gentlemen, I believe, need not to be informed that the Treaty of 
Seville was the fruitful Source of all the Calemities and Infults which 
the Subjeéts of this Nation have fince fuffered from Spain. The 
Conceffions made by that Treaty, on our part, firft gave the Span- 
gards a Pretence for infifting upon a Right to fearch our Ships, and 
$n the Exertion of that pretended Right they committed Barbarities, 
that, had not the Voice of the People roufed the Parliament and 
his Majefty to their Relief, muft have, in a fhort time, ended in the 
total Ruin of our American Trade, almoft the only advantageous 
Branch of Commerce yet remaining. But wheever reflects upon our 
Behaviour under this Treatment, he very naturally concludes that 
they were Injuries, which we either durft not,*or wou!'d not retent. 
If we durft not refent them, Sir, it muft have proceeded, either from 
our want of Courage, or want of Power. As for the Courage of 
Britons, 1 believe, x never was doubted, before a ‘Train of inglorious 
Meafures had deprefs’d our Spirits, and clouded our Reputation. The 
Courage of the People, Sir, is feen, and proved on every Occasion, 
where they can exert it confiftently wirh their Duty; and the Cou- 
rage of our Admirals was fhewn, even when the Cowardice of the 
Miniftry had thackled it, in daring to facrifice their Lives 1:a*her thaa 
to difobey their Orders, A brave Admiral, Sir, at the Head of a 
gallant Fleet, when he was fureof meeting with a feeble Oppofition, 
gave an illuftrious but melancholy Proof of this kind of Courage, 
when he-expired, with too quick a Senfe of his Country’s Diferace, 
in fight of that Fleet and Town which he was able to have deficyed. 
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, As to the Power of Great Britain, Sir, it muft be own’d that the 
People are incumber’d with Debt, and opprefs’d with Taxes; but 
thefe are Grievances which the People alone feel. ‘'Thed@overnment 
is more powerful, his Majefty is better fupported than any of his Pre- 
deceilors ever were, when the Enemy was more formidable, and their 
Empire more flourifhing, .. He has al! along had the Voices of an obe- 
dient, I had almoft faid an obfequiows and fubmiflive Pa:liament, to 
vote, the Hearts and Hands of a willing People, ready to perform, 
whatever may be neceflary for procuring either Revenge or Repara- 
tion. Yet how can it be accounted, how car it be anfwered for, 
that with all thefe Advantages we have as yet obtain’d neither ? 
Qur Fleets lay an ufelefs Incumbrance upon the Occean; our Army 
remained an idle Spe€tacle upon the Land, eur Flag was the Scorn 
of our Enemies, and our Friendfhip a Proverb among our Neigbours. 

Very neceflary it is for us, Sir, very worthy the Dignity of a 
Britifo Parliament, to enquire into the Caufes of this inglorious in- 
activity. Perhaps, Sir, fuch an Enquiry may yet vindicate the 
Honour of the Kingdom, by fhewing that it was not to be charged 
either upon the Prince or People, but to the Conduct of one Man, 
who tamely facrific’d the Honour of his Country, that he might 
fecure his own Power. Even after this Houfe had enqiired into 
the barbarous Injuries and Infaults committed upon the Perfons of 
our Sailors, and the Commerce of the Kingdom, and when the 
Minifters themfelves made a Shew of being roufed to a juft Senfe of 
their Country's Wrongs, what was the Confequence ? A Squadron 
was fent to the Mediterranean, under a brave Admiral, who con- 
tinued inactive upon the Coaft of Spain, while that Power was dai- 
ly offering frefh Infults to the Honour of this Kingdom ; and not- 
withitanding the ‘Terrors which us’d to attend the &riti/ Thunder, 
we meanly fubmitted to an infamous Convention. Since that 
Convention has been broke, and Hoftilities commenced, we have had 
many Opportunities of at leaft thewing them that we have not yet 
entirely lof our Naval Power. What is the Nation, Sir, to expect, 
when the Perfon, who is in the Secret of all this Condudt, and is 
known to be the main Spring that fets eur whole political Machine 
agoing, has declar’d in plain Terms in this Moufe, and in this Sef- 
fion, that he was glad the Affogue Ships had efcaped. And, indeed, 
Sir, the whole of our Conduét, finee this War commenc’d, has been 
fuch as gives the Nation great Reafon to fufpeét that we are {till 
afraid to act in earneft, that we are till waiting for an Opportunity 
to invent fome other little Expedient, that may defraud the Nation 
of her juft Expectations. 

I do not intend in thefe Reflections to detraét from the Admira!s 
who have the Honour to command our Navies, I know they wil 
do their Duties, if they have proper Inftructions. But is there not 
Reason to prefume that they are reftrained from Action, when we 
fee that the Affogue Ships, which we ought to have intercepted, 
that we might have been reimburfed fome Part of the Expences of 
this War, were fuftered to efcape ; and the Port in Spain, where it 
was next to certain they were to land, left unguarded and un- 
oblerved ? 
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There is another ftrong Proof that we are toexpeét but little Sa- 
tisfaction for our Injuries, while the Management of the War re- 
mains in the fame Hands which carry’d on our Negociations of 
Peace, and that is, our Admiral, who was fent to the We/f-Indies, 
carry‘d no Land-Forces with him ; fo that we may defpair of feeing 
any thing effectual performed there, tho’ the Miniftry have beea 
again and again informed that it is there alone that we can hope to 
fucceed. Some Excufe might be advanced for this, Sir, if the Na- 
tion were unprovided with Troops, and did not feel the Burthen of 
a numerous, well appointed, but otherwife ufelefs Army, which is 
maintained at Home upon the Sweat of the induftrious Farmer and 
Merchant. But inftead of furnithing that brave Admiral with a 
fufficient Number of Land-Forces, and inftructing him to fail di- 
rectly for the Wef-Indies, that he might feize the firft Opportunity 
of ftriking a decifive Blow, we find he was firft fent upon another 
fruitlefs Expedition, as if our Minifters had been afraid leit the Span- 
tards in the Weft- Indies thould be unprovided for his Reception. Had 
he failed with a fufficient Body of Land-Forces 8, it is hard to fay what 
might have been the Comfequences, fince we are inform'd from very 
good Authority, that he mutt have furprized the Spax/ards wher- 
ever he had attacked ther. But now, Six, we may naturally ima- 
gine that they have reinfore’d their Garrifons ang fecured their 
Coafts, and if he is fucceisful, it can be afcribed only to his owa 
Courage 2d Fortune. 

Theic, Sir, are a few of the Reafons that determine me to mo2ke 


this Motion, @c. 


The next who fpoke was the Prime Minifier, and to the fallax 
Purpofe, 


SIR, 


CANNOT but declare my. Satisfaction at the gen tal Die 
approbation of the laft Motion, which was rejected j a my Ab- 
fence ; and I hope this, and every other Motion that proceeds from 
Party-Pique, groundlefs Jealoufy, and difappointed Ambition, will 
meet with the fame fate. All thefe, Sir, 4 plainly perceive, have 
concurred to produce both thefe Motions ; for, could they have been 
fupported with folid Arguments, Gentlemen would not have had 
Recourfe to perfonal Reflections. That the Speech of the Hon. 
Gentleman, who rofe lait, was full of ftuch Refle€tions, I could ven- 
ture to appeal unto himfcif ; and the Houfe mutt judge Hi@w far a 
Motion, proceeding only from Malice and Refentment, ought to 
be regarded. I doubt not but this Motion will be treated as it de- 
ferves ; and if the Hon. Gentleman and his Friends hall again f{e- 
cede, I fhall not lament their Abfence: for if they are here, Sir, 
for no ther End than to embarrafs and imbroil our Councils, they 
may very eafily be fpar’d. I think, Sir, the Lenity of the Houfe in 
treating the fcandalous and undutiful Behaviour, of which they were 
guilty laft Seffion, with no other Severity than a juit Contempt, 
ought to have influenced them to Gratitude and Refpect, rather 
than encouraged them to infinuate, that they are ready, if not gra- 
tify’d m their vareafonable Demands, ~. repeat the fame Conduct. 
Y I have 
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I have no Apology, Sir, to offer for my own Conduct ; I think 
it requires none, becaufe I never entered into any Meafures that had 
not either the previous Sanction, or the Approbation of this Houfe. 
iam ready, Sir, on this Occafion, ftill to give the fame Satisfaétion I 
have ever done, and fhall plead for no Favour, unlefs it fhall appear 
that I have made the Intereft of my Country the Foundation of 
my Conduét. And, Sir, however the Honourable Gentleman may 
flatter himfelf, that he has the Voices of an inconfiderate Multi- 
tude, fpisited up by the Arts of Faction, to fecond him, I fhall al- 
ways be ow with the Approbation of the Calm, Confiderate, 
and Unprejudic’d. ; 

Before I produce any Argument againft this Motion, I will beg 
Leave to obviate any Mifreprefentation of the Faét mention’d in 
Support of it, by the Hon. Gentleman, becaufe I fee feveral Ger’ 
tlemen prefent, who had ao Opportunity of Knowing what paffed 
on the Debate, in which I am charged with the expreifing niore 
Regard for the Spaniards than my own Country. 

When in bringing in the Capture Bill, he touch’d upon the Efcape 
of the Affogwe Ships, almoft in the fame Terms which he has now 
made ufe of, I bappen’d to: fay, “* That as both the A/fogue Ships 
* and the Carracca Ships were expeéted on the Coafts of Spain, and 
« as there was no great Probability that we could intercept both, I 
* fhould be much better pleafed, had the Carracca Ships byen of e- 
‘ qual Value with the Afagues, that the former rather than the 
« fatter had fallen into our Hands.”’ I never faid, Sir, that I was 
glad the Aflogue Ships bad efcap’d; I Maid, *‘ that a Carracca Ship 
‘ was a Prize of much greater Value to the Nation than an A/ague 
« Ship with the fame Cargo, for this unanfwetable Reafon, that the 
* Merchants of this Kingdom: have a large Share both in the Infu- 


* rance and Property of the Aj/ogue Ships, but I am well affur'd . 


« they have no Concern in the Carracca Ships, they belonging fole- 
* ly to the Spanifo Monarch.” We took the Carracca Ships, the 
Ajjigues efcaped us, and imdeed we could fearce hope to intercept 
both, which however | fincerelv wifhed. ‘his, Sir, was all that I 
ever faid, or meant on this Subject: F appesl to Gentlemen whe 
were prefent, if I faid more, and leave the Moufe te judge with 
what View my Mcaning is mifreprefented. 

As to the Motien itfelf, Sir, I think it one of the nioft extraor- 
dinary and unreafonabje that ever came before this Houfe. Gentle- 
men have been for thefe ten Years paft pushing the Government 
into a War with Spain, and now the War is entered upon, and vi- 
goroufly profecuted, they are for laying open all its Operations, ail 
the Plan of our future Conduct. Is it poflible for Geatlemen to be 
ignorant, that the Inftructions gfven by the Secretaries of State, or 
the Lords of the AdmiraJty, to the Commanders of his Maijefty’s 
Ships, may not be yet put in Executian; and that by calling for 
them unteafonably, we may obfiruét all the glorious Succefs we 
have promis’d ourfelves. I believe, Sir, it was never deny’d, that 
Secrefy in military Affairs is the fureft Means of Succefs, amd that 
if we were, in this Houfe, to expofe the Inftruétions given to out 
Admirals and Commanders of our Ships of War, they would in 
Len Days be carried to the Court of Spain, Let Gentlemen conti- 
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der, that the principal Scene of Action will probably be in the Ve 
Indies. We have had a Commedore there fome time ; his Inftruc 

ions, perhaps, were not to take any Place till after the Deciarat! 
of War betwixt Spain and us. It is little more than two Months 
fance the War was declared ; and fhall we, by agreeing to this Mo- 
tion, give the Spaniards an Opportunity of counter-a¢ting all tl 
Scheme of his Operations ? Was ever fuch Policy heard of before 
We have now fent to the fame Seas another Officer, fuperior in 
Command to Commodore Brown. If this Motion is comply'd 
with, his Defigns may be difcover’d, and his Expedition made whol- 
ly ineffectual. Can we be certain, Sir, that the very Plan, upcen 
which he is to ptoceed againft the Enemy, is not ecodtained in th 
Papers moved for? If it is, Iam fure Gentlemen, fo zealous in 
their Profeflions againft Spain, never could forgive themfelves for 
affording her an Opportunity to defeat all our Meafures. We have 
another Admiral, Sir, in the Mfedsterranean ; he has been there 
near two Years. As the Government very wifely, I think, did not 
upon open Hoftilities with Spain till within thefe Three 
Months, he had no Opportunity of acting offenfively. But can 
Gentlemen take it upon them to pronounce, that when this Ad- 
m'ral went cut, he had not all his Inftruétions with him, as well 
how to aét if War fhould be declar’d, as in Time of Peace and Ne- 
gotiations ? Sir, if we were to lay all the Inftructions he has re 
ceived upon this Head, open, we don’t know, but that Spain might 
be in a Condition to deftroy him, before we can fend him Notice to 
be upon his guard. Even the beft Officers depend much upon the 
Ignorance of the Enemy, and regulate their Conduct upon that 
Suppofition. If an Enemy were apprized of every Detachment 
that an Admiral fhall fend from his Fleet, they might furprize the 
Remainder, and gain a compleat' Victory. I know that the Spc- 
niards are at prefent in no Condition to put to Sea a Fleet equa] to 
ours, were it act in one Body ; but they might perhaps put out a 
Squadron fuperior to ours, when weakened by Detachznents and 
Convoys. 

. don’t fpeak this, Sir, upon any certain Knowledge of our Cir- 
cumftances: J only fay, that there is a great Probability that the 
prefent Refolution, if we agree to it, may difcover to the Publick 
what is of greateft Confequence to the Nation to be kept fecret: 
Let us confider, Sir, how eafily the taking the Carracca Ships might 
have been prevented, had the Enemy receiv’d the leaft Intelligence 
of our Admiral’s Rout. As to the Efcape of the /ogue Ships, 
Sir, I am free enough to declare to the Houfe, upen my own

Knowledge, that there never was any Plan better laid dewn thar: 


that concerted for taking them. 

The Gentlemen who are for the Motion, I believe, will not de- 
ny, that the Admiral, fent upon that Service, is every Way quali- 
fied for fuch a Truft ; but thefe are Accidents which no Penetrati- 


en can forefee, no Vigilance prevent: And had it not been, ghat 


the Advice-Boat, which was fent from Sfainx, met with the Af- 
ue Ships, they had infallibly fallen into our Hands. But the 
whole Scheme was fo well laid, that it was morally impoffible that 


beth the 4//orves and Carracca Ships fhould efcape ; aad, as J faid 
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before, it was merely accidental, that both were not intercepted” 
Therefore, Sir, the Clamour raifed againft the Adminiftration on 
that Account is unjuft, not only with Regard to the Miniftry, but 
to the Admirals who command our Fleets ; if they did their Duty, 
J am fure the Miniitry did theirs, for no Inftructions could be more 
full and pofitive that what were fent upon that Occafion. 

Having thus, I believe to the Satistaction of the Houfe, clear’d 

the Conduct of the Miniftry as to this Point, which the Honoura- 
ble Gentleman labour’d fo much. I hope I fhall be forgiven, if I 
attempt, in a Word, to anfwer what he has advanced about the 
mglorious Inactivity, as he terms it, of our Fleets. I believe, Sir, 
when we enter’d into the War with Spaiz, no Gentleman, who 
withed well to his Country, ever defired that it fhould become ge- 
neral, Our View, if Iam not very much miftaken, was, or ought 
to have been, to obtain Reparation for paft, and Security againft 
future Violations of cur Commerce. But how were thefe to be 
obtain’d? By making Conquefts in O/d Spain? It was, I think, 
never pretended we were to act offenfively upon thefe Coats. 
Then what was to done ? ‘That our Trade fhould be protected, and 
CG braitar preferved, was abfolute!y neceflary ; and therefore a Fleet 
was fent to the Mediterranean. What was this Fleet to do be- 
fides ? No doubt, it was to block up the Spani/> Fleet in Cadiz, 
and to cbftruct their Navigation to the Wefi-Indies. Was it to be 
expected, can Gentlemen affirm, that it ought to have gone upon 
any other Service ? And has not that Service been effectually per- 
formed ? Has not your Trade been protected as much as it was pof- 
fible, confidering its Extent, and the Veriety of its Branches ? Has 
not every Plan of the Spaniard:, for the Recovery of that important 
Place, Gibraltar, been defeated ? And is not the /pam/b Govern- 
ment, tothe laft Degree, embarrafled by cutting off the Return of 
their annual Treafure ? Has not all this been done? Then what 
would Gentlemen have more? I hope they don’t expect that we 
were to declare War againft ail the Allies of Spaiz, againft every 
Power in Europe which fhould remaia Neuter. Can they poini 
cut, or has the Hon. Gentleman, in all he has faid, hinted at any 
one Service that has been neglected? But it feems, a Victory 
without Blood is of little Value with fuch martial Orators. If we 
don't fill the News Papers with’ long Lifts of Prifoners, and pompous 
Accounts of Slaughter, our Actions are not worth mentioning ; and 
if the Miniftry and our Admirals don’t wane only to expofe the 
Lives of his Majefty’s Subjects, and their own Reputatien, they 
are pufillanimous and corrupted. 
; It remains only, Sir, that I fhould take notice of another Thing 
touched upon by the Hon. Gentleman, becaufe I know it will be 
eccho’d without Doors, however groundlefs and unjuft the Charge 
js. He faid that our Admiral, who was fent to the Wef-Judies, 
ought to have carried along with him a Body of Land Forces. Sir, 
Jam very well appriz’d of the Service, that both may be, and is 
expected to be perform’d there. But many Reafons, Sir, concurred 
to determine the Government againit icading any Number of Land- 
Forces with that Admiral, 
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In the firft Place, Sir, we had none to fparee The Marines, 
who are moft proper for that Service, were not then raifed; the 
Regiments from Ireland were not then come over; and all the 
Forces that were then in Great-Britain did not amount to 17000 
Men. In the next Place, Sir, we were then but on the Brink of 
the War, which was every Day expected to be declared ; and there 
fore it would have been highly impredent, wher we were entring 
into it, to have weaken’d ourfelves by any Detatchment of our 
Forces, before we knew what France would determine, 

Let me fuppofe now, Sir, that we had fent three or four thoufand 
Men to the Weft-Indies with Mr. Vernon; do Gentlemen think 
that thefe would have been fufficient to have effeéted any thing that 
would have been decifive in this War? Nothing but fanguine Igno- 
rance canimagine it. For of thefe four thoufand, which we might 
in their Opinion have fpared, one Thoufand at leaft, perhaps fifteen 
Hundred, muft have either died, or been unfit for Service, before 
they had feenan Enemy, or touched Land. The fickly, difpirited 
Remainder would bave fownd themfelves in the Heart of the Ene- 
my’s Dominions, in an unhealthy Climate, far from Relief, defti- 
tute of Provifions, and expofed to fudden Attacks, ,and perpetual 
Alarms, ina Country to which they and their Leaders were altoge- 
ther Strangers. Might not this unfortunate Body of Men have been 
juftly look’d upon as fagrificed to Folly and Wantonnefs? And { 
may affirm that fo {mall a Number of Forces would have had no o- 
ther Effect than to encourage our Enemies. 

But if we had fent a larger Number, Sir, eight, ten, or twelve 
Thoufand, I can’t certainly fay what the Confequence muft have 
been, but I will tell you what I think it might have been, France 
whote Interefts, undoubtedly, lead her to with we!l to Spain in this 
War, would very probably have departed from that Neutrality which 
the vigorous Preparations of Great-Britain have hitherto oblig’d her 
to obferve. Spain, likewife, muft have foon learned, Sir, that we 
had no more than eight or ten Thoufand regular Forces in the whole 
Ifland ; the muft have foon been informed of the turbulent Spirit that 
has been fo induftrionfly raifed in the common People; and who 
knows, Sir, how inviting thefe Confiderations might have been to 
their attacking us, as the Romaxs of old did the Carthaginians, in 
the Bowels of our own Country, while we were puthing ulelefs Con- 
guefis in the Territories of our Enemy ? What in fueh a Situation 
would the mott dazling Conquefts we can make in the Spanr/h Indies 
have availed, while at home our Conititution, our Lives, and Li- 
berties were at the Mercy of a powerful Enemy ? But the prucert 
Meatures which his Majefty and the Miniftry purfued, defcated 
every Scheme of that kind ; France wae over-awed intoa Neutrality, 
and Spain trembled at her Danger. 

But, Sir, there is another Confideration, which made it imprac- 
ticable for the Government to fend out any Number of Land Forces 
with Mr. Vernon. If Gentlemen rensember; he failed at tie Time 
when the Affogue Ships were expected to return to Spain 5 and there 
fore it was thought proper he fhould try to intercept them. For 
that purpofe, Sir, it was neceflary that he fhould watch them off 
the Canary Ilands, after having remained for fyme time, to receive 
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Intelligence off the Coaft of Spain. But notwith@anding this wife 
Precaution, the Spaniards inftead of failing, as they had ever uied to 
2, by the Canary and Madeira Mand: > ™- here cur Fleet mutt 
have intercepted them, held to the Northward, where we nevet 
could expect to find them, and by this means cluded the Vigilance 
not only of Admiral Vernon but of Adm tral Haddsck, whofe St ips 
were cruifing off Capes Finiferre and Vincent, 1 be ieve, Gentlemen 
are now fully convinced how impracticable it muft have been for Ad- 
miral Vernon to have carried out any Number of Troops along with 
him, as he was fent upon this Service. Gentlemen know how long 
a Time Troops, even tho’ we had them to fpare, require before they 
can be embark’d, and they may remember with what Expedi- 
tion Mr. Vernon’s Squadron was fitted out. Befides, Sir, how 
could it have been poffible for him to have taken fuch a Number of 
Tranfports, as eight or ten Thoufand, or even two or three Thou- 
fand Men, muft have required, and, at the fame time, to-have made 
the proper Difpofitions with his own Squadron for inte reepting the 
Affozue Ships: There needs but little Skill in maritime Affairs to 
demonftrate, Sir, how abfurd fuch a Conduct muft have been ; and I 
dare fay, that if Gentlemen will fuffer them {elves cooly to reflect, they 
will find that theGovernment has omitted nothing that could probably 
contribute to our Security, or the Annoyance of our Enemies. 
In the mean time, Sir, I entirely agree with the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, that our firft and moft vigorous Efforts ought to be made 
in the Wef-b ndtes; but I am of Opinion they ought to be mace 
with fuch a Number of Men, and in foch 1a Manner, as not to 
leave the Succefs doubtful. His Majefy and the Miniftry, Sir, 
aim at flriking a Blow there, which may be effectual and decifive, 
hy the formidable Armament that is now preparing to be put under 
the Command of a G dene ral, to whofe Character, I believe, there 
is no Objection. Shou!ld we agree to the prefent Motion, Sir, who 
knows that we fhall not difcover to the Publick, Orders that may 
be proper to be executed by that General, and thereby render the 
whole Defign abortive ? No Man ought to be confident, that this very 
I a ition is not defign’d to fupply « urWan* of Force in the ‘eR-In- 
dies, and execute 2 Defign whic h is already form’d, and for which the 
proper Orders are actually fert before the}Date included in this Motion. 
Upon the whole, Sir, It hink, that it will be a moft unprece- 
dented Thing, if we thould gree to the Motion; that it hazards 
all that we can promife ourfelves frém the Succefs of this War, ‘and 
that it is made with no other Intention than to embarrafs the Go- 
vernment, and create a Divifion betwixt His Majefty and the Se- 
nate. Therefore I declare, that IT am for rejecting it.

A PROCLAMATION. 
V 7 HEREAS it hath pleafed Almighty GOD, as a Punith- 
ment for our many and grievous Sins, to vifit us with a 
fevere Winter, which has reduced many Perlons in this Province to 
great Want and Extremity, by the Lofs of their Cattle, @e. and 
to fuffer forre vile and wicked Perfons to fet Fire to many of our 

Houfes and Dwellings. And whereas, it hath pleafed his Maijefty, 

our gracious Sovereign, for vindicating the Honour of his Crown, 

fecuring the Trade and Navigation of his Subjeéts, and defending 
his undoubted Right, to declare War againft whe King of Spain, and 
to fend a large Number of his Land and Sea Forces fo annoy the 

Poffeffions and Settlements of the faid King of Spain and his Sub- 

ects ia the Weft- Indies. * 

I have therefore thought it neceffary, and do hereby comman?, 
That a Publick Faft and Humilation be obferved throughout this 
Province upon Wednefday the Thirteenth Day of May next; that fo 
we may humble ourfelves before Almighty GOD, in order to obtain 
the Pardon of our Sins; and that-we may, in the moft devout and 
iolemn Manner, offer up our Prayers and Supplications to the Divine 
Majefty for averting thofe heavy Judgments which our manifold 
Sins and Provocations have moft juftly deferved, and humbly implore 
his Blefling on his Majefty’s Arms for procuring Satisfaétion for the 
many Injuries and Depredations committed by the Spaniards on his 
Mojetty’s Subjects, and for obtaining, by an honourable Peace, fu~ 
ture Security to their Trade and Navigation. 

And I do hereby ftrictly charge and command, that the fiid Pub- 
lick Faft be reverently and decently obferved by ail Perfons refiding 
withia this Province, as they tender the Favour of Almighty GOD, 
and would avoid his Wrath and Indignation: And that no’ fervile 
York oar Labour be done by any Perfon or Perfons whatfo- 
ever on the faid Day, on Pain of fuch Punithments as may be juftly 
‘nfliéted on all fuch as fhall contemin or neglect the Performance of 
fo aeceffary and religious a Duty.

NEW-YORK, April 20. 

There yet continues a great Sufpict n of the Negroes, as well as of 
other bad People lurking about this Town, which caufes the Military 
Watch to be continued here: And there being further Circumftan- 
ces that the late Fires in this City were kindled by wicked People, 
therefore the Governor has been pleafed to iffue a Proclamation, of- 
fering a Reward to any one that will difcover the Actors or Abettors 
of fo atrocious a Crime. Which Proclamation is in the Words 
following, viz. 

HEREAS feveral Houfes and other Buildings within 
the City of New-York, have frequently of late been f- 
cretly, 
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cretly, and moft wickedly and malicioufly fet on Fire by divers wick - 
ed Perfons, to the great Damage of many, and the great Terror of 
all the Inhabitants within the {aid City. 

And whereas the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the faid 
City, puriuant to a late Order and Refolution of that Beard, have 
requeficd me to ifue a Proclamation, offering fuch Rewards to fuch 
Perfons and in fuch Manner as in and by the fame Order and Re- 
folution as herein after are expreffed, for the Difcovery of any Per- 
fons or Perfon lately concerned in fetting Fire to any Dwelling Houfe 
or Store~Houfe within the faid City. 

I have therefore, in Purfuance of the faid Requeft, and by and 
with the Confent of his Majefty’s Council for this Province, thought 
fit to to iflue this Proclamation, hereby cftering a Reward of One 
Hundred Pounds current Moacy of this Province, to any white Per- 
fon that thall difcover any Perfons or Perfon to have been lately con- 
cerned in fetting Fire to any Dwelling-Houfe, Store- Houfe, or other 
Building within this City, if fach Perfons or Perfons fo to be difco- 
vered, thal! be convitted thereof; and that {uch Perfon who fhall 
make fuch Difcovery, as aforefaid (being one of the Parties concerned 
in fetting Fireto any fuch Building, as aforefaid) thall neverthele{s be 
pardoned for the fame. And if any Slave thall make fuch Difcovery, 
as aforefaid, he fhall be pardoned, and meade free, and hall 
alfo receive the Sum of Twenty Pounds, and the Matter 
or Owner of fuch Slave thall receive Twenty-five Pounds in 
Confideration of his Slave’s being made free, as aforefaid. And if 
any Free-Negro, Mullato or Indian, fha!l make any fuch Difcovery, 
as aforefaid, fhall be pardened, if concerned in fetting Fire to any 
fuch Building, as aforefaid, and fhall aifo have and receive Fort 
five Pounds for fuch his or her Difcovery, as aforefaid. All which 
Sums of Money above-mentioned, the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
monality of the City of New-York, have in and by their Order, Re- 
folution and Requeft, undertaken hall be duly paid, as Rewards to 
fach Perfons, and in fach Manner as is above expredled concerning the 
fame, and purfuant to their Order and Refolutioa above-mentioned.

His Monour the Gowernor’s SPEECH to the General Affemby of 
the Prowince of New-York, the 150 Day of Apvil, 4741. 


GENTLEMEN, 

F you look back to the happy Revelution, and call to Mind the 
T great and conétant Protection that you have from that Time 
received from the gracious and bountiful Hands of his preient Ma- 
jefty, whom GOD long preferve, and his Royal Predeceilors, in the 
Enjoyment of your civil and facred Rights and Priviledges, and in 
the Security of your Trade and Defence of the Country, at a vatt 
Expence of the Crown; you will dnd that you have been more 


highly 
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highly favoured than any other of his Majefty’s Provinces: And 
every thankful Breaft muft acknowledge it deferves the higheft Re- 
turns of Gratitude and Duty: Not in Words, but in Actons; the 
only fure Evidence et the Sincerity of Men’s Hearts. The People 
liv’d in Eafe and Quiet under the moft excellent Conftitution of Go- 
vernment, every one enjoying the Fruit of his Labour, without 
Moleftation or fear of Oppreflion 5 An Happinefs which none but 
lus Majefty’s Subjects know! In a grateful and dutiful Acknow- 
ledgment whereof, they for many Years, fupported the Government, 
in a Manner, conformable to that of the Parliament in Eng/and, 
like them them too, -never Queftioning the King’s Royal Preroga- 
tive and undoubted Right to appoint Officers for the Management 
of his Government. But whether grown wanton by Profperity, or 
whatever elfe it was, they began to divert from the Example of 
the Parliament, demanding to have the Nomination of a Treafurer 
fur the Receipt and Managment of the Money to be given, not for 
the Support of Government, but for extraordinary Ufes; and being 
indulged in this, they foon grew in their Demands, and infifted upon 
having the Revenue likewife put into his Hands, it being conftantly 
before managed by the King’s Officer, his Majefty’s Receiver-Ge- 
neral, who had, and ftill has a Salary alowed him for that Service, 
which is paid out of his Majefty’s Quit-Rents. This profperous Be- 
ginning encouraged them to go on farther; and it was a bold and 
large Stride they next took ; they confidered, that notwithftanding 
they had the Nomination ofa Treafurer, yet he was not fo entirely 
under their Direction, and in their Power, but that his Majefty’s 
Auditor-General had the Infpection and Controul of his Accounts ; 
an Office of great Diftinction, and of abfolute Neceffity for his Ma- 
iefty’s Service, eftablith’d in King Charles the Second’s Time, and 
at prefent in a Perfon of very high Honour, Intereft and Truft at 
Home, of whofe Influence the Plantations have often felt, and may 
as often feel the happy Effects. Yet fo inordinate is the Thirft of 
ower, that no Confideration, how equitable, prudentia! or beneficial 
foever muit ftand in its Way. Wherefore, after the Expiration of 
the Revenue in 1709, which, till then, had been all along given 
without any particular Application, they refolved to get rid of all 
Rettraint at once, and to attain their Ends, refufed to fwpport the 
Government, unlefs they had the particalar Appointment of the 
Officers Salaries; thereby making theméelves Judges what Officers 
were proper, what not; in Confequence whereof, among others, 
they left the Auditor-General without amy Salary or Reward, al- 
tho’ his Salary was eftablifhed foon after the Revolution, and con- 
ftantly paid. Thus fixing on themfelves the Dependance of the 
Officers for whom they provided (for Men are naturally Servants to 
thofe who pay them) they, in Effeét, fubverted the Conftitution, 
affuming to themfelves one undoubted and effential Branch of his 
Majefty’s Royal Prerogative. I would willingly perfuade myéfelf, 
that nothing but ghe late Diforders, which too much diftraéted the 
Minds of the People, kept them from returning to a juft Senfe of their 
Duty to his Majefty ; and that now thofe Diiorders are happily en- 
ded, fober and reafonable Councils will take Place, and the Exam 
of that auguit Body, the Parliament, will be the Rule of your fi- 
ture 
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ture Actions: This, and only this, will remove, as to this Pro 
vince, a Jealoufy, which for fome Years has obtained in England, 
that the Plantations are not without Thoughts of throwing off 
their Dependance on the Crewn of England. I hope and believe ne 
Man in this Province hes any fuch Intention: But, neither my 
Hopes nor Beliet will have the Weight of your Aétions; and as you 
have it in your Power, fo it is your Duty and true Intereft to do it 
effectually, by giving to his Majefty fuch a Revenue, and in fuch 
Manner as will enable his Majeity to pay his own Officers and Ser- 
vants, whereby they will be reclaimed to their proper Dependance, 
and fuch as the flourithing Condition of the Province will amply ad- 
mit,’which from the great Increaie of the Trade and People, is well 
known to be vaftly better than it was above forty Years ago, when, 
and for many Years before and after, fuch a Revenue as I fpeak of, 
was given by the then Affemblies, at the fame Time that large 
Sums of Money were raifed to pay Detachments of the Miktia, 
which were fent to the Frontiers tor their Defence in Time of Wear. 

The next Thing I recommend to your Confideration, is, the De- 
fence of the Province ; for, tho’ all that humane Wifdom or Fore- 
fight ceuld-do to preferve us in Peace has been done, and we have 
long enjoyed the Bleffings of it; yet, if Appearances at a Diftance 
deceive not, there is great Caufe to apprehend a fpeedy Rupture 
with France : Your Situation therefore, ought to awaken you to a 
timely Provifion againft that Event, in Fortifying this Town in a 
better Manner than it is at prefent, by ereéting Batteries in prope 
Places, upon fome of the Wharfts facing the Harbour, others upon 
the Side of Hwd/on’s River adjoining to the Town, and one at Red- 
Hook, upon Long-Ijland, to prevent the Enemy from landing upon 
Nutter-Ijland. You will fee by his Majefty’s Order, which I wil 
communicate to you, that his Majefty has been gracior ly pleafed of 
his great Bounty and Care of your Prefervation, to urder a large 
Quantity of Stores of War to be fent hither, among which is a great 
Number of Ordnance, fo that the Batteries to be built may be pro- 
portioned to the Number ef Ordnance proper forthem, thofe of the 
{malleft Sizes being better fuited to the Frontier Forts in the County 
of Albany ; Powder, Ball (Flags none of the Forts having at prefent) 
and whatever elfe is wanting for the Ordnance, the Forts and Bat- 
teries, and general Defence of the Province, you mutt provide in 
Time, as well as for the Expente that will unavoidably acerue on 
the Arrival of the Stores for carrying them to proper Places, mount- 
ing the Guns, and other neeefiary Services. 

The Houfe at Ofwego, boing of the higheft Importance to the 
Fur-Trade, ought, by all Means, to be preferved from falling into 
the Hands of the French, which it will do if fome fpeedy and effec- 
tual Care be not taken to put it intoa Pofture of Defence ; for which 
End it is neceflary that it be furrounded with ftrong and proper 
Works, and that the Garrifon be proportionably augmented ; and if 
to his Majefty’s Troops in Garrifon there, a fuf}cient Number of 
Indians of the Six Nations be added, it might have the beft Effect, 
efpecially if thofe Nations can be brought to let the Governor of

Indians as Spies upon the Dsfigns ‘and Motions of the Enemy will be 
more frequent. If you fuffer Ofwwes zo to fall into the Hands of the 
French, 1 much fear you will lote the Six Naticns, an Event which 
will expofe the w hol Country to the mercilefs Spoil and barbarous 
Crus ty f a favage Enemy, the Miferies whereof a neighbouring 
Province te often felt, nor could prevent at a vaft Charge ; where- 


fore, at any Expence, Ofwego ought to be maintained, that the 
Fidelity of the Six Natiors may y be preferved. I have done my Du- 
ty, and difcharged my Confcience, in giving you this Warning 5 do 
you Yours, and fave your Co untry from Ruin: At prefent, if any 
Part of the Province fhould be i waded, and Money abfolutely ne- 
ceflary for any Service, even in foc an Exigency, I cannot either 
with or without the Advice of the Council, draw for a Penny: 
A Circumftance well worth your Confideration, , 
Gentlemen, 

The Militia ought to be put under fome better Regulation, in 
cafe of an Invafion ; nor fhould any Man, whois able to bear Arms, 
be exempted from ferving and doing Duty. 

An Agent in Englard, to negociate the Affairs of the Province 
is always neceflary: It is owing to the Want of one, that we have 
not yet received theStores of War, and to the fame Caufe you muff 
impute whatever other Difadvantages you may feel, by not having the 
Affairs of the Province properly reprefented and duely folicite -d by 
fome Gentleman, whofe Integrity, Abilities and Perfo yn being well 
known to thé Miniftry, will give him Accefs to them at all Times. 

I with with all my Heart, I had no more to fay to you at this 
Time ; but how melancholly foeverit be, Iam obliged to mention 
to you the late fatal Fire, that laid in Ashes the Houfe, Chappef, 
Barracks and Secretary’s Office in his Majefty's Fort in this Town, 
accidentally occafioned by mending a Gutter on the Roof of the 
Houfe adjoining to the Chappel, which having leaked all Winter, 
had much damaged and would foon have rotted the Timber and 
Floors of that Part of the Houfe; fo that what was intended for ity 
Prefervation unhappily turned to its Deftruction. I need not tell 
you‘how neceflary it is to have them fpecdily ret uilt E witho ut doubt, 
you are fenfible of it, and will make Provifion a accordingly.

for Trade and Plantations, to prepare, in Order to be laid before this 
Houfe the next Setfion of Parliament, an Account of the Tenor 
and Amount of the Bills of Credit, which have been created and 
iffued in the feveral Briti/> Colonies and Plantavions in America, 
as well thofe under Proprietors and Charters, as under His Majefty’s 
immediate Commiflion and Government, that fhall be then out- 
ftanding, diftingu:fhing the Amount of the fame in each Colony 
or Plantation, and the refpeétive Times when fuch Bills, fo out- 
ftanding, were iffu’d, with the Amount of the faid Bills in Money 
of Great-Britaiz, both at the Time of preparing the faid Account, 
together with their Opinion, what will be the moft eafy and effec- 
tual Manner of finking and difcharging all fuch Bills of Credit, with 
the leaft Prejudice to the Inhabitants of the faid Colonies and Plan- 
tations, and Interruption of the Commerce of this Kingdom. 

Upon Receipt of the faid Order, we did immediately tend Circular 
Letters to all the Governors of His Majefty’s Plantations in Ameriea, 
dated May 20. 1740. reciting the faid Addrefs, and direéting them 
forthwith to prepare and tran{mit to us the feveral Accounts therein 
required, together with their Opinion what would be the moft eafy and 
efeCtual Manner of finking and difcharging all fuch Bills of Credit, 
as by a Copy of one of the faid Circular Letters hereunto annexed 
may more fully appear: But we have not hitherto received Returns 
from any of His Majefty’s Governors on the faid Subjects, except 
only from the Lieuteaant Governor of New-York. We did like- 
wife, at the fame Time, recommend to the Agents of the refpec- 
tive Colonies, refiding here, to lay before us their Opinions, con- 
cerning the moft eaty and effectual Manner of finking the faid 
Bills, and frequently difcours’d with them thereupon ; but they have 
f_r the moft Part excufed themielves from giving any Opinion, till 
they fhall have received proper Inftru€tions from thcir Principals on 
that Subje@. 

Under thefe Difficulties therefore, ami deftitute of proper Infor- 
mation, it cannot be expected, that we fhould be able to lay betore 
this Honourable Houie fuch a Propofition, for the finking and dif. 
charging the faid Bills of Credit} as may be, in every Refpeét, an 
adequate Remedy tor the Evil complained of; and fo much the 


rather, becaufe the Circumftances of the feveral Provinces being 
various and very d:fferent in this Refpect, each Province mzy require 


a diftinet Confideration. 

Being however defirous, as far as in us lies, to comply with the 
Fntentions of the Houfe, we would humbly propofe, that His Ma- 
jefty may be gracioufly pleafed, to repeat his Orders to his Govere 
nors of the Plantations, not to give their Aifent, for the future, te 
any Bill or Bills for the iffuing or re-iffuing of Paper-Money, in 
their refpe€tive Governments, of any Sort, upon any Account or 
for any Purpofe whatfoever, without a Claufe therein inferted, to 
fufpend the Execution thereof till his Majeity’s Pleafure thereupon 
fhall be known, nor to any Vote, Refolution or Orcer, for the 
iffuing or re-itluing of any Sort of Paper-Money, upon Pain of the 
Forfeiture of their refpective Employments, and oi his Majetty’s 
highett Diipleafure, 


That

That the faid Governors be alfo directed, under the fame 
ties, to take due Care, that all Funds and Proviéons already efta- 
blithed by Acts of Affembly, for the gradual finking and difcharging 
of Bills of Credit in their _efpective Provinces, be ducly applied, ac- 
cording to the Terms and Methods prefcribed in the faid Acts, for 


thofe Purpofes. 

That where-ever Bills of Credit have been iffued upon Loan to 
private Perfons, upon Securities real or perfonal, in Coniequence of 
Adts of Affembly, fach Perfons be com rte to make Payment 
thereof agreeable to the Securivies given for that Purpofe. 

Thatin all Cafes, where Bills of Credit have been iffued, with- 
out proper Funds for the Gahing. of them; or where fuch Funds 
have been diverted or proy'd ineffe€iual, the Governors fhould be 
direéted, to recommend, in His Majefly’s Name, to their Affem- 
blies, forthwith to provide fufficient Funds, by AQ@ of Affembly, 
for the gradual Difcharge of fucl h Bills. 

We hope that thefe Propofitions, for reducing and difcharging the 
Paper Curre ney in the Plan ons, may have a good Effect in 
thofe Governments which are “ eld by immediate Commifiion unde 
his Majefty: But we are very doubtful whether they will produc 
the like Effect in the Charter Gov ernments, vi ho do apprehend 
themfelves, by their particular Charters nd Conftit ution » to be 
very little dependant upon the Crown, and for that Rez feild 
pay that Obedience to Hi: Majefty’ s Orders, which sight reaien- 
ably be expected from them.

our laft Report, and which did not arrive in Time to be laid befor 
the Houfe the lait Seffion of Parliament.

Polydavus. J NPORM me, Theophilus, what are the effential Qua- 

lities a Perfon ought to be endued with, to merit the 
Title of a Gentleman? I fancy I have but an imperfect Idea of 
it, fince it is beftow’d indifferently upon every Man, but in a more 
particular Manner upon the Rich. 

Theoph. If you come to a clofe Examination of the feveral Par- 
ticulars wherein it confifts, Po/ydamus, you'll find there are but 
very few Perfons that can come up it; but Cuftom has indeed au- 
thorized this Piece of Civility ; and as Example may more forcibly 
gemonftrate to you a Chata¢ter, which to me feems infinite as it 
were, I thall point out to you the worthy Pdilogenes, as the moft 


t ~=—s compleat of all’ Men that I have ever ftudied, in order to defcribe, 


with fume Refemblance, what is meant by a Gentleman. 
Philogenes is of a Family which is none of the meaneft ; his Ta- 
lents are admirable, and the liberal Education which he had, has 
improved them ; his Difpofition is generous, but as he is not hafty 
or over forward to thew himfelf, and his Fortune is not fo confider- 
able as to attraét the Eyes ef the World, who are ever dazled and 
 mifled thereby, thefe Qualities are not immediately obferved in him, 
unlefs by a Perfon of uncommon Penetration. He appears always 
agreeable, 
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greeable, even when many Times he has Reafon to be otherwife 5 
for it is a great Failing (he fays) in any one, to make other People 
uneafy with a lamentable recital of his’ Misfortunes, and to be mo+ 
pith and penfive in Company, which muft needs be in fome mea- 
fure affected by it. With the grave he is grave too, gay amongft 
the gay, affable, and indaftrious to oblige every one, by no means 
talkative, but if he is under a neceflity of expatiating upon any 
Subject whatfoever, his Difcourfe is pérfeétly engaging, inftruttive, 
folid, but eafy and unaffefled withal: He readily ftops, if he fees 
any one of the Company about to fpeak. Every Body ought to 
be allow’d that Liberty ({ays he) at leaft in his Turn. He pafles 
by, without appearing to have obferved it at all, whatever is inad- 
vertently or imprudently faid, or elfe endeavours to give it a hand- 
fome Turn ih Favour of the Speaker, without defiring to have it 
look'd upon as if the Perfon had been beholden to him for it. He 
takes nothing amifs, unlef$ People happen te carry Things to too 
great Lengths, and even then he fuffers not his Refentment to break 
out with Impetuofity, but reproves with Gentlenefs and Reafon, 
without any fhocking Expreffions. He knows that all thefe 
Infirmities' are natural to Men of different Sentiments and different 
Tempers. All thofe who have any Dealings with him appear to 
be perfectly well fatisfy’d him. He is of a compaffionate Difpofi- 
tion, and looks upon no Man, not even of the meaneft Condition, 
with an Air of Contempt. How is it poffible (fays he) for a Per- 
fon to conceit, that he'll be look’d upon as a Man of Confequence, 
by affecting an affuming Air tewards every one who is not, perhaps, 
dignifyd by fome emihent Poft, or diftinguifi’d by an affluent For~ 
tune? No; real Merit has no need of fuch Artifice: On the 
contrary, one defervedly brings upon his own Head the Refleetions 
and Contempt of Mankind, and only induces them to judge, that 
fuch an one mutt be confcious to himfelf of his own bad’ Qualities, 
and therefore palms this artful affected Grandure upon the World; 
the better to conceal them, and impofe upon human Nature. His 
Modefty is exemplary, and he is equally free from a fneaking B:th~- 
fulnefs, as from an infapportable Affurance. Me feems always 
frank and open, always chearfal, fpeaks ill of no Man, and never 
lends an Ear to the flanderous Chit-chats of Back-biters. There 
can be nothing more bafe and feadalous in Life, fay he, than That <- 
For, perhaps, were thofe very Perfons, whom they are thus tra+ 
ducing, to be prefent, they wou'd then be making Encomiums on 
them; or at leaft would not offer a reproachful Werd concerning 
them. His Manners are polite, and enrich’d with am inimitable 
Delicacy, which is very rarely to be met with, even argongft Per- 
fons of the higheft Rank. He is exceedingly complaifant to the 
Ladies, and even frolickfome with them, when they are that Way 
difpofed, in order to entertain and divert the more agreeably, but 
ever with a ftrict Regard to the Rules of Decency.: He does not 
pride himyfel, upon the Regard which others feem to pay him, ia 
whatfoever Place it may be, always receiving it obligingly; and 
whatfoever Freedoms he may take with his intimate Friends, they 
are conftantly attended with Refpect, a never-failing Method of 
keeping up good Copvesiation. A» is neves oyer-hafty, or rs 
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high-flown in his Manner of paying his Regards, but does all with 
Deliberation, and a Grace inimitably charming, without employing 
what ought to be faid, upon thofe Oceafions, in frothy Compli- 
ments and idle affected, Ceremonies. He has a thorough Know- 
ledge of Men, not fo much from Authors merely, as from an ha- 
bitual Cenverfation with them all his Life-’Time: He prefently 
diftinguithes nicely, let their Appearance be what it will; but very 
rarely declares his Sentiments of them, if he cannot do it on the 
favourable Side, and manifefts his Efteem, not fo much by extrava- 
gent Encomiums.as by the Deference which he pays them upon 
every Occafien, if they deferwe it. In Cafe one is for being a little 
fmart upon him, he has a Repartee ever at Hand for him ; but 
he generally chufes to pafS over, in Silence, whatever is faid that 
Way, becaufe he would be loth to mortify People by an a-propa 
Retort, who perhaps wou’d not always bear it with the fame Tem- 
per as hivnfelf: All the Jefls in Life cannot countervail a Friend 
that you may lofe thereby, or an Enemy which you may create 
yourfelf; this is his Way of reafoning. He never fuffers himfelf 
to be dazled by outfide Shew ; but renders to Merit the Honour 
which is its:due, and is under no Manner of Concern about what 
Judgment othérs may make of him, in his Choice of fuch Perfons 
as are endued with great Share of it, and whom blind Fortune, or 
fome other Accident, may have obliged to live in Obfeurity. Mif- 
fortunes, fays he, render Men wife, and an unbounded Profperity 
bhndfolds them. ‘Thefe who have enjoy’d a continual Series of 
Happinefs are incapable of making any Reflections ; they are frail, 
arrogant and ignorant, unlefs that perhaps by a Miracle, as it were, 
any one thould haye made {fo free with them as bluntly to tell thera 
of their Faults, and that they have been endued with a towardly 
Genius, and an indefatigable Fondnefs for the Sciences. He isa 
Man of found Learning, and has a trne Tafte for all Pieces of Wit 
and Spirit. He is equally free from the peevith Affectation of a 
clownuh, flovenly Pedant, as from the ftarch, formal Air of a felf- 
conceited Coxcomb, who looks down with Contempt upon the reft 
of Mankind, imagining himfelf to be vattly fuperios to them in 
Kaowledge and Acquirements. He can accommodate himfeif to 
the Humour and Capacity of every one, and feems to be mighty 
well pleas’d with them, tho’ he may but too often have Reafpn 
to be otherwife. °Tis Education and feeing the World, that im- 
proves Mankind, and fupplies all thefe Defects} thefe are his Sen- 
timents. He loves to be neat and gentle without Foppery ; what- 
ever he wears is all of a Piece, and is an cxternal Indication of his 
internal Oeconomy ; nothing is mincing or prim either in his Words 
or Actions, nothing that can occafion the Ridicule of the Company at 
him ; all is manly, all is noble. He has true bravery without O/- 
tentation, meafures all Things by the Rule of right Reaton, and 
jmputes a great deal to human Frailties, as being the Refult of 
Nature’s Imperfections. He never Delivers his Opinion in that 
thwarting Manner as may fhock or give Uneafinefs to the Com- 
pany, and does not advance his Reafons but with great Moderation 3 
and when he finds his Adverfary is fo obftinate and conceited as not 


@o be convinc’d by them, he very quietly gives it over, The va- 
rious 
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rious Cuftoms and Manners in different Parts of the World, and 
the Ceremonies there introduced, are in no Sort fhocking or won- 
derful to him : He is of all Couutries and a Citizen of the World, 
if I may fo fay; it is becaufe his Difcernament is unlimited, and that 
extending his Profpect over the Univerfe itfelf, he forms to himfelf 
a Rational Idea of it. There is no Secret once lodg’d in his Breaft 
that he is ever capable of divulging, not even fuch as in Company 
may happen inadvertently to be blabb’d out. That Perfon (fays he) 
mutt be a Monfter, and not a Man, whoever abufes the Confi- 
dence his Friend repofes in him, (nay, tho” his Friend and he fhou’d 
ever afterwards happen to fall out) thefe are his Expreffions. He 
is generous as far as his Circumftarices will afford, nay, fometimes 
even beyond them ; altho he does not approve of fuch an Exceis, 
too often attended with unhappy Confequences: But however, be 
cannot, fometimes, withftand it. This arifes from his beneficent 
Difpofition and the Noblenefs of his Soul. And in Proportion, as 
Generofity ftamps an aimable Character on the Perfon who poflef- 
fes it, fo in Proportion does Avarice impart a moft malevolent Af- 
pect to the Wretch who is capable of it. He never makes you any 
folemn Promife which he is notdetermined punctyally ¢o perform ; 
not like fome People, who look upon fo effential a Point as a meer 
Matter of Courfe. A Man of Principle, his Word is every Thing ; 
this is a Maxim with him. If one hath once oblig’é him, his Gra- 
titude is everlafting: He doth not break forth into Acknowledge- 
ments and Proteftations, becaufe he knows, by himfelf, that a fine 
Soul is in fome fort difconcerted with them ; but he fecls it in the 
Bottom of his Heart ; and thews it on a proper Occafion.’ If after- 
wards a Difguft from this Perfon, a Difference. fhould arife, this 
ought not, fays he, to deface the Obligation, you muft return him the 
like, and afterwards oblige him as he has done you, to, be even with 
him ; this being performed, no Animofity can well fubfift, and you 
will regain his Heart. He is fincere in the ftricteft Degree, a quality 
much to be admired ; and he ingenuofly acknowledges, when People 
are launching out ig his Commendation (for his Judgment is con{fpicu- 
ous in every Inftance in Life) that he has Faults and Errors as well 
as other People: But I may venture to fay this for him, that if at 
any Time he fails in the Practice of all thefe great Advantages I 
have been {peaking of, it muft be owing to his not being entirely 
difengaged from certain Anxieties, which the Weight of Affairs, or 
fome other Circumftances, do at certain Times affect the moit 
fteady Minds and moft exalted Genius withal. He is equally averfe 
to any Kind of Superftition as to an open and-unreftrain’d Liberty, 
always for good and wholefome Laws that keep up and maintaip 
Society in general, and tend to the publick Weal; but an utter Ene- 
my to Artifice and human Inventions in Religion, which filthy Lucre 
and Ignorance have introduced into the World, and which Men wou’d 
impoie upon Perfons of juperior Genius to themfelves. 

This is pretty near the Character of the noble Phr/ogeres, who, 
were all Men to be like him, wou'd reftore again the Golden 
Age: But perhaps you will afk me, Cannot a Perfon be a Getty 
tleman upon lefs Terms than all thefe? Muf? one neceffarily be fo 
perfedly accanplifed, and fa nble in all Refpeds? Til allow, 

Polydamms, 
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Polydarus, 1 may bate you a little of it, but not much; Mankind 
deceive themfelves mightily, to imagine, that to be rich 1s fufficient ; 
to makea grand Appearance, whether you are fo or not ; to fwag- 
ger and look big, and to put on the Air of a Man of Confequence ; 
to value one’s felf upon his Family, and the Number of his An- 
ceftors, and Perfons in the highef Pofts in the Nation: No, no, it 
is rather a Reproach 2nd Scandal, to have thus degenerated from 
them, fuppofing thefe Anceftors of theirs had been rea'ly Men of 
Merit. But all thefe grand Virtues of Philogenes are pattly thie 
Effects of a profound Experience ; of a conftant Application as well 
to know himfelf as others; of a Tafte perfected by the Sciences, 
which inftruct and refine the Mind, which exalt and make it fen- 
fible with the higheft Satisfaction of the Noblenefs of its Being ; 
of a Love and an ardent Defire to dive into the Truth of Things, 
and throw afide all Conceit ; of a tractable and docile Difpofition 
with all Men of Senfe, by whom we may improve; and (if you 
pleafe) of an immediate Gift of Heaven itfelf. In fine, happy is 
the Man who refembles him,

From Germany they write, That a confiderable Body of Imperial 


Troops under Command of Generals Wallis and Neuperg are mar- 
ched into Silex, to ftop the Progrefs of the King of Praja in that 
Country ; and that there have been already fome Skirmithes, be- 


tween {mall Bodies of thofe ‘Troops and the Pruffans. 
From Spain, That great Preparations had been made there, for 


feizing fome of the Geran Poffetlions in Italy ; but it being thought 


dangerous to tranfport the Troops by Sea, on Account of the Eng/ife 
Squadrons which might attack them in their Way ; and France ha- 
ving refus’d to allow them a Paffage thro’ her Dominions by Land, 
the Cardinal difapproving the ambitious Views of the Queen of 
Spain, that Expedition feems to be at a Stand, and fome think 
will not go forward. 

NEW-YORK, April2o, By Capt. Bethel, who arrived here 
faft Week from Jamaica, we hear, that Admiral Vernon wis feen 
20 Leagues Windward of Carrbagena, ftanding forthat Plaee: And 

by 7 Men who had been Prifoners there, and found Means to get to 
emai we hear, that Place is in a very bad Condition, very fick- 
y; that out of 3500 Men, there is but 1500 Men left, and even 
thofe all ftarving. The brave Capt. Warren, in his Majefty’s Ship 
the Sguirre/, likewife went into the Harbour under Datch Colours, 
and having view'd the Place, hoifted Exg/i/b Colours in the Sight 
of the Dens, andreturn’d to the Admiral. And we are told, that 
there were only eight Sail of Men of War at Carthagena, who lay 
acrofs the Harbour with the Top-Mafts ftruck. 

Capt. Warren has, fince our laft Account of him, taken two 
more Prizes of confiderable Value; and another Ship has taken a 
French Ship of twenty Guns, who came out as Convoy to a large 
Fleet of Spani/h Ships laden with Stores, Provifions, &c. for Car- 
thagena, but was parted from them. The Admiral by Letters 
found on board Ship, having got Intelligence of the Rout they were 
to take, has difpofed fome of his Ships accordingly. 

We alfo hear, that one Thoufand Negroes were fail’d from Fae 
maica to join the Admiral.

Friday, Abril 3. arrived here a Spanifh Snow laden with W 
taken at Aruba, and fent in by the George, Capt.. Drummond, 
this Port. She came from Teneriffe, and hada Pafs from 
Dutch Conful, but no Dutchman on board. On Account of ° 
Pafs, the Governor of Curafoa fent outa Veffel to demand 
Prize of Capt. Drummond, but he’ refufed to reftore her, fir’d 
the Dutchman and beat him off, Before the taking of this Snc 
Capt. Drummond had taken two Sleops, one was fent into fame 
and condemn’d there, the other being a good Sailer, he has fit 
out fora Tender, with 30 Men, and Arms fuitable, under 
Command of Capt.. Sibbald; fhe is call’d the Viétory. On 1 
16th of February, the George, the Victory, and the Prize Sno 
being in Company off Hifpaniola, were chas’d by two Men of W 
which they fuppos’d to be ‘Enemies; the George and Victory | 
the Prize, and the was taken ; but the Victory falling in with t 
Grand Englith Fleet two Days after, found they were Englifh M 
of War who had taken the Prize, and fhe was reftor’d to Ca 
Sibbald by Order from Admiral Vernon. The Victory convoy 
her thro’ the Windward Paffage, and return’d to look out for t 
George, from whom the parted in the Chafe. 

The following is an Account of the Taking of the Sloop ne 
called the Viétory. 

* On the 14th of January we ftood into the Bite of Corah; fa 
* a fmall Sloop ; ftood in as nigh as we could; the Lieutenat 
* Quarter-Mafter and rz: Hands went off in the Pinnace: T. 
Sloop flipt their Cable and fuffered her to drive on fhore ; and 
our Sight, before we Culd come up, they carried off 14 Boa 
Loads of Goods. When we came nigh they all quitted her, as 
got on Shore with one of their Canoes, which they filled wi 
Sand, and fir’d from behind it. A great Number of India 
fculk’d ig the Buthes, from whence they fired poifon’d Arrow 
One Shot from the George, at a confiderable Diftance, was + 
great Service in making them keep at a Diftance. The Launc 
was fenton board the George, with 4 Hands, for more Mer 
whilft the reft kept a Fire againft thofe on Shore, whenever the 
appeared. The Country being alarm’d, the Number on Shor 
increafed to not lefs than 300, who, at Times, made Attacks uf 
on us, whilft we were engaged in lightning the Sloop and gettin 
her off ; which took us from 7 ia the Morning to between 
and 7 at Night. ‘The Arrows fell fhort, the Wind blowing ex 
ceflive hard upon eur Flank, which otherwife muft have dow 
great Execution, ‘Fhe George Continued firing whenever a Bod 
‘ appeared, In all the fired about 40 Shot. In the Action w 
* had 4 Men wounded, 2 by the Enemy and 2 by Accident amon 
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€ ourfelves. By the Commander of the Snow Prize, which we 
€ took afterwards, who was then afhore at fame Place, we had 
€ certain Information, that upwards of 20 of the Enemy were kil- 
€ led and wounded. We found on board the Sloop 13 Pipes of 
€ Wines, 244 Jarrs, each Jarr 3 Gallons, 4 Jarrs of raw Silk, and 
1 Jarr filk Garterine. The Sloop we have fitted oat with 2 
Carriage and 2 Swivel Guns, for a Confort to the George, Capt. 
Sibbald, Commander, with about 30 Hands, and called her the 
Viétory.” 

Monday, April 13, at a Court of Oyer and Terminer held in 
this City, Lawrence Callahan was arraign’d for the Murder of 
William Bunting.
